Sher- 
man continues to draw back towards Atlanta 
for the purpose, it is reported, of strengthen- 
ing the works on the eastern, western and 
southern approaches thereto. 1,500 will cover 
oar lose from all causes in the battles and skir- 
mishes of last week. The army is now in fine 
irites. 
Sept. 10th.—At a point of oar line, just west 
of the Jerusalem plank road, ocenpied by the 
3d division of the 31 corpse, the pickets hare 
been so close together that they could con- 
verse together without difficulty. Ona part 
of this line, some distance in the rear of their 
advance, the enemy had thrown up a line of 
slight works, it is supposed with the int=ntien 
of falling back to them when oecasion may 
demand. It was determined last night to drive 
them back to this line and thus strengthen our 
own. About midnight, when all was quiet. a 
division was formed in line uf battle, and the 
picket line being reinforced, war ordered to 
to advance ; the enemy were evidently not pre- 
pared for such a movement and were com- 
pletely taken by surprise; nearly the entire 
line was captured. They made every effurtto 
retake the lost ground, bat did not eueeeed. 
Our men now oceupy the hnes securely en- 
trenched. We took about 100 prisoners. Our 
loss is very ight. Deeultory firing bas been 
kept op in that vicinity all morning. The ene- 
my evidently fel sore, being so taken by su:- 
prise. 
The Heralds New Orleans correspondent, 
3rd, says the latest arrivals from Brazos San- 
tiago bring reports that several vessels which. 
sailed frou: New Orieans lately for Matamoras, 
with cargoes intended for the Cortinas govern- | 
ment or a general market, were seized by the 
French goveroment at the mouth of the Rio 
Grande. 
The Heroid’s Matamors correepodent of the 
26th of August, says: All communication in 
that directien is cut off by the French. Cor- 
tinas declares that be will defend Matamoras 
azainst the French ; but as the city has no for- 
tifications. it will be difficult for Cortions to 
hold it. Cortinas demands of the merchants 
of Matamoras a loan of $150,000 in specie, 
which they refuse. Hunn aad Hurd. the act- 
ing British and Prussian consuls, bave been 
throwa into prison together with others, for 
resisting this demand for money. Gen. Megia 
was advancing on Matamoras with 4.000 troops 
and had reacbed and occupied Monterey. 
President Juarez made n° resistance, but left 
for Chihuahua. Manaatilla is strongly forti- 
fied, as is alse the northern region on the Pa- 
cific slope. Hf the cause of President Juarez 
triumphs, assistance of the greatest import- 
ance will come from California. A heavy im- 
migration, friendly te Juarez, was already 
reaching Sonora.

nalist deceased, we are informed by| 
one of our Eastern exchanges; in New 
York, about the first of July. He was 
porn in Philadelphia, October 10, 1802, 
and was conseqnently 62 years of uge 
at the time 
the following record of ‘his life :— 
Sacramento Union. 

At an out age he removed to New 
York, where he commenced his literary 
career by writing for the journals, 
particnlarly the New York Gazetia and 
the American. To the first he con- 
tributed verses as early as hits fifteenth 

year. In August, 1823, in conjunction 

Sam Woodworth, he 

ced the publication of the New} 
York Mirror, which was discontinued 
December 31, 1842, under the financial 
disasters of the times. It employed 
sume of the best, literary talent of the 
country, including among its contribu- 
tors Bryant, Halleck, Paulding, Leg- 
gett, offman, Fay and Wi ia, and 
stood probably at the head of periodi- 
cals of its class. In 1848, Morris as- 
sociated himself with Willia, in the 
New York Mirror, of ‘which three 
volumes were issued, and in 1844 es- 
tablished the Evening Mirror, a daily 
papef, in which he was assisted by 
Willis and Hiram Fuller. At the close 
of 4845 he commenced alone a weekly 
journal called the National Press, the 
title of which was, in 1846, changed 
to that of the Home Journal, since 


which it has-been conducted by him-} 


selfand Willis. As a sung writer, 

however, rather than a journalist, 
Morris has acquired his chief reputa- 
tion ; and his lyric efforts, produced 
at intervals during his literary career 
down to the present time, have gained 
a wide popularity, Of his “Woodman, 
Spare that Tree,” several millions of 
copies are said to have been circula- 
ted ; and others—as “We were Boys 
Together, ” “Land-Ho!” “Long Time 
Ago, ” “The Origin of Yankee Duodle,” 
“My Mother's Bible,” “Whip-poor-will,” 
etc., have proved sources of great 
profit to their publishers. The melo- 
dies with which many of these songs 
are identified have: been written for 
them by Balfe, Sir John Stephenson, 

Sir Henry Bishop, and other English 
composers ; and Malibran, Braham, 

Russell, Sinclair, Dempster and Ma- 
dame Anna. Bishop have sung them in 
public. Varions editions of his poems 
have been published, including one in 
1840 with illustrations by Weir and 
Chapman (third edition, octavo, New 
York, 1843,) a miniature volume in 
1846, and a complete edition in 1860. 

In 1853 Morrie also published a volume 
entitled “The Deserted Bride and other 
Poems” (octavo, New York) and he 
has edited a volume of “American 
Melodies,” consisting of songs by up- 
wards of two hundred and fifty Amer- 
and, in conjunction with 
Willis, the “Prose and Poetry of 

rope and America” (octavo, N. York.) 
In 1887 he praduced a snoceesful dra- 
ma founded on incidents of the Ameri- 
can Revolution, entitled “Briercliff ;” 
and in 1842 he wrote the libretto of 
“The Maid of Saxony,” an opera set to 
music by Charles Horn. He has 
also pullished a volume of prose 
sketches entitled “The Little French- 
map and his Water Lots” (1838.) 
Morris has resided for many yeurs at 
Undercliff, a coyntry seat on the Hud- 

son river, ‘nearly opposite West Point, 

and has been Brigadier General in 


the New w York State Militia. |
